Claims 29-38 and 46-64 are now pending in this application. 

Applicants are again reminded that compounds, corresponding compositions, a method of 
use and a process of making that are of the same scope are considered to form a single inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1, 37 CFR 1.475(d). The instant claims are not so linked as to form a 
single inventive concept and, thus, lack unity of invention. 

Compounds wherein ring A is a benzene ring or naphthalene and W represents S are 
under consideration. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
Claims 29-38, 46-61 and 63 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

i) In claim 29, the term "aryloxy" appears twice. Correction is required. 

ii) In claim 29, the term "heteroaryl" is present. The term "heteroaryl" is indefinite because it is 
not known how many atoms are present, how many and what kind of heteroatoms are involved, 
what size ring is intended and how many rings are present. See also claims 46 and 47. 

Claims 46, 48-54 and 63 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The specification, while being enabling for treating 
HIV infection, does not reasonably provide enablement for inhibiting HIV integrase in vitro. 
The specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which 
it is most nearly connected, to use the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. These 
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claims are merely a method of studying the compounds themselves, not other compounds. This is 
not a utility. It is as saying a method of running the compound through a HPLC to determine the 
retention time. Self-study of a compound is not a utility. 

Claims 62 and 64 are allowed.
